WHEAT. 


The "Harvest Workers Award", to operate from 15th November, 1943, to 30th June, 
194, has been issued by the Federal Arbitration Court. The effects of the award 
upon costs in the wheat industry are being investigated by a committee appointed 
by the Commonwealth. j 


MEAT. 


As a preliminary to the introduction of rationing in January next, meat and all 
goods made wholly or partly from meat have been declared rationed goods. according 
to an announcement by the Prime Minister the ration scale will he 1% lb. of 
butcher's meat a week for cach child aged nine years on 13th Junc, 191.3, and 25 LbSe 
for persons aged more than nine. This will absorb half the estimated meat 
production; the remaining half will be allotted to the Australian, British and 
Allicd forces and for export to Britain. 


Veal has been brought under the "quota" system which at present regulates the 
distribution of meat among civilians. Under new "quotas" retail butchers' purchases 
in the Sydney and Newcastle districts may not exceed 75% of their overall supplics 
in April, 191.3. Beef "quotas" in both Sydney anc Newcastle are 1.0% of April 
beef purchases (inereasec from 334% in Syiney) and the balance of the 75j overall 
quote. may be taken in.mutton, lamb and veal in any desired proportions. In 
country districts sales quotas have been fixed on the basis of sales in april, 1943, 
vize, mutton and lamb 100%, beef and veal 50fe
